Blood gushed out of the wound and he cried for help, bat no help came, 
He then went to the office of this paper,- and whilst resting there five or 
ix constables and one jemadar came tohim. Such is the manner in which 
the police perform their duty. There is a standing order of the Commis- 
sioner of Police that a pahrawalla should keep watch at each corner of a 
quate. But when the teacher was stabbed, there was no pahrawalla 
there, and no one came to his rescue when he cried for help. It is a dis- 
grace to the Calcutta police that a man can be stabbed with impunity in broad 
daylight in a public place like College Square. College Square, which has 
become the haunt of ruffianly boys, who force good boys into evil ways, 
requires special police supervision.

The prison diet consists of bhat prepared from very coarse rice, and of 
dal, prepared from an inferior kind of pulse, with the smallest possible 
quantity of oil and salt. ‘The curry consists of one of the following thre. 
things :—jute-leaves, put sak, and stalks of pot-herb called dengo? Not to 
speak of prisoners of the respectable classes, even low-class prisoners find 
difficult to eat this food. They have been known to throw up this food in 
the act of swallowing. It is customary to give the prisoners a small 
quantity of the pulp of the tamarind fruit, but as no salt is given to use there- 
with, it is of no use to them. The prisoners’ morning meal consists only of 
salt and boiled rice and no curry. They never get curdled milk. An 
inferior kind of fish is given them at the end of every week. Before the 
Jubilee the prisoners used to get good rice and fish for some days, and 
curdled milk once in the week. But those things have been dis- 
continued: since the Jubilee. 

As the editor was sick, he was taken to the doctor of the jail hospital 
on the third day after his admission into the jail. The doctor is no other 
than the Civil Surgeon of Dacca. He is paid handsomely for his attend. 
ance on the prisoners. But during the ten days that the editor was in jail 
the doctor did not even for one day set his foot within it. During the time 
Mr. Barnard, a Eurasian doctor, visited the jail only twice. Finding the 
editor very weak, he promised to do his best to see him better treated. But 
it is almost superfluous to say that his instructions were not given effect to. 

On the third day after his admission into jail, the weight of the editor's 
body was 57 seers, but on the ninth day of his imprisonment the weight was 
found to be 1} seers less. ‘Therefore Mr. Barnard ordered the editor to be 
supplied with a seer of milk daily. ? 


(d).— Education. 


7. The Surabhi o Patékd, of the 26th September, thus criticises 


some of the suggestions in the last Education 
Resolution :-— 


1. It is remarked in the course of the Resolution ‘that the tendency 
towards irreverence and disregard of authority has no doubt gone farther 
in some parts of India than it has in others.’ Now it is not known what 
Government means by ‘irreverence and disregard of authority.’ But this 
much is certain, that a display of self-respect and of a spirit of sag “os asm 
however slight, by the people displeases the Europeans. The Muropeans 
want that future generations of Indians should be utterly devoid of 
manliness and should be spiritless as a flock of sheep. The utmost efforts 
of the people should be therefore directed towards frustrating this aim of the 
Europeans. Let the youths of this country be a little unruly and ungovern- 
able, but let them not lose their manliness. If Indian boys can be called 


unruly and refractory, one does not know how English boys should be 
characterised.

The inspecting officers are wrong in thinking that the study of history, 
mathematics, geography and other subjects in the vernacular language will 
help the boys materially in going through English books on: those subjects.

10. The’ Sahachar, of the 25th September, in protesting against the 
The assesment of the house-rate in s80essment of the house-tax in Calcutta under 
the new Municipal Act, makes the following 

remarks :— | 

The new principle of assessment has come, into force in ward No. 6, 
and house-rates are being doubled, trebled, and in some cases even sextupled, 
So sudden and large an increase of the house-rate is an unnatural proceed- 
ing, and is opposed to the principles of political economy. 

It has been ruled by the Viceregal Council that in no case should the 
land tax be made double of what it is. And the spirit of this ruling has 
been violated in assessing the house-rate in Calcutta. Already the house- 
rate was larger than what the people could conveniently pay, and its sudden 
increase will cause them serious hardship. The principle of the assessment, 
applied to this country, is a mistake. The people of India are greatly 
attached to their dwelling-houses, and they therefore often spend every- 
thing they possess in their construction. It must be therefore extremely 
improper to assess the house-rate in this country on the capital spent in the 
construction of dwelling-houses. Again, if the house-rate is to be assessed 
on the capital spent in the construction of dwelling-houses, it is: but just 
that the income which that capital would have brought if it had been 
otherwise invested should be taken into consideration. But as this income 
varies with the nature and form of the investment, being for instance 
greater in trade than in agriculture, the assessment of the house-rate on 
the probable renting value of a house is the only safe and sound course 
that can be adopted in this respect. The new principle of assessment 
is more favourable to those dwelling in rented houses than to those 
dwelling in houses of their own, and so much so that most people 
will now find it more convenient to live in rented houses than in houses of 
their own. And the result of this will be either to give great impetus to 
the practice of denam#, and thus demoralise the people, or to induce them to 
live in unsubstantial houses, which, in the name of life and health, is most 
undesirable. The injustice done to house-owners under the new principle of 
assessment will appear to be very marked when it is considered that of two 
houses which cost the same sum in their construction, the assessment on 
the one which is built for dwelling purposes will be three times that on the 
house which is built for letting purposes. The Europeans have no permanent 


stake in the country, and they may not therefore grumble even if overtaxed. 
And as most of them live in rented houses, they will not be able to realise 
the bardsbip which will be done to the native inhabitante of Calcutta under 


the new principle of assessment, Sir Henry Harrison wants to be the 
Baron Hoffmann of Calcutta. He wants to do in his own time what 
should take at least 50 years in doing. But there are limits to every 


To levy the bouse-rate is contrary to political economy. The octrol is the 
only tax which suits a municipality. But Government is not prepared. t0

taken that the chowkidari punchayet is not’ treated with disrespect by the 

police. To prevent a Collision between different union committees in the 

construction of works extending through many villages, such works should 

he entrusted to district and local boards, which should also advise the 

anion committees and supervise their working. By the adoption of these 
measures, Local Self-Government will be adapted to the country, and will 

therefore produce most satisfactory results. :

The 
financial difficulties of Government are due to its extravagant expenditure. 
Tt has to pay seven crores of rupees on account of exchange, it spends crores of 
rupees on frontier railways, it quarrels for nothing with the savage mountain 
tribes of India, and then spends money recklessly on wars of prestige, aud 
it pays Rs. 1,500 as monthly salary for posts for which a sum of Rs. 500 
is considered sufficient in England. Unless, therefore, it reduces its 
expenditure it will never be able to-get rid of its financial difficulty, be 
its income as large asit may. And if it cannot, after all, reduce 1

" expenditure, the best thing for it to do, in order to increase its income, 


be not to levy new taxes, but to re-impose the import duties.at low rates.

Bat the resent Government of India lacks the moral courage of Lord 
William entinck’s Government, which, when it found that its expenditure 
had exceeded its income, restored the equilibrium between the two by 
reducing the salary of the Governor-General first and the salaries of the 
ther high officials next. The present Government of India, far from 
being able to do anything like that, is only thinking how the travelli 
lowances and pensions of its members can be increased. And when it 
wants money for its wars or frontier defences it lays its hand on the salt 
ghich is eaten by the poor. - It is not the Government that can be expected 
1) make, any retrenchment in expenditure. Well, being unable to reduce 
tg expenditure, the Government of India called upon the Government of 
Bengal to make a substantial contribution to it out of its treasury. Sir 
Steuart Bayley protested against that demand, and if the sixty ‘millions of 
people inhabiting Bengal had then supported their ruler in that protest, 
their ruler would probably not now have been under the necessity of laying 
the contemplated burdens upon them. If fresh burdens are imposed upon 
them, they will have to thank themselves for it. There can be no doubt 
that it would be ruinous to the country itself to arrest the progress‘of its 
education. But there is no third course between arresting the progress of 
education and laying additional imposts on the people. For the Govern- 
ment of India has not only drawn largely upon the Bengal treasury, but is 
also calling upon the Government of Bengal to reduce educational expen-. 
diture and to find money for education from special sources. This is bad 
policy for the Government of India to follow, and before submitting to the 
proposed education cess the people should protest strongly against its 
enforcement, And if their protest fails, they should then accept the 
proposed cess as @ Contribution which they make to the Government of 
Bengal, however painfully, in order that. they may not go without. that. 
important human requirement,—education, 

As to the proposed sanitation cess, the present insanitary condition of 
the country is really a justification for it. All Bengal has become sickly, 
and malaria is carrying off innumerable victims year after year. If any 
improvement of this really deplorable condition of the country can be made 
by paying a special cess to Government, surely the country should not 
gradge to pay it. But there are doubts in men’s minds, and for very good 
reasons too, that the proceeds of the sanitation cess will be devoted not to 
the work of sanitary improvement, but to the maintenance of hospitals’ and 
dispensaries. The misapplication of the famine fund justifies such doubts. 
Government should therefore give a clear and distinct assurance to the 
people that the proceeds of the sanitation cess will be applied only to the 
work of village sanitation and to nothing else. The people are really afraid 
of fresh taxation; and if they must.pay a fresh tax, they should be given 
the pledge that with its proceeds only such work will be done as will be 
calculated to secure them against sickness and death.

The breach at Jankuli and the floods in the Damodar have been much 
discussed, and many scientific theories have been broached on the subject 
in the pages of the Calcutta Gazette. Government has up to this time 
spent nearly half a crore of rupees for the purpose of closing the breach 
and preventing the floods, But all this has been fo no purpose; and the 
devastation of the country goes on unchecked. Portions of the districts 
of Burdwan, Hooghly and Howrah are on the point of destruction; the 
people have reached the last limit of impoverishment; and as a conse- 
quence the number of thieves and dacoits is increasing in the country. 
Heaven alone can say whether all Bengal will be thus ruined under 
the civilised English rule. Will nothing be done to check the course of 
thisruin ? Bengal is being, day by day, converted into hell; and is nobody 
to be responsible for thisP | 

It seems from the hard lesson that has been learnt on the banks of the 
Damodar that Bengal’s days of happiness are numbered, and that ‘gradually 
the whole country will be submerged by floods, and cease to be inhabited 
by human beings. ‘Laws and regulations, the good wishes of the rulers, and 
the lives and property of the people—everything will be ultimately sacrificed 
to the recklessness and indiscretion of the Public Works Department. That 
department is responsible to nobody, and neither looks to the interests of 
the people, nor takes note of the established customs of the county. It 
does not feel for the miseries of thé people, and does whatever it likes.
